All delegates and visitors are asked to 
meet Friday night, June 11, at Downtown 
Holiday Inn in Savannah to serve on 
Review Committees. These Committees 
review the work of the Conference 
Commissions, Task Forces, officers and 
staff. Review Committees make their 
reports to the business meeting on 
Saturday morning, June 12, at First 
Congregational Church, Savannah. 

The roll call of churches and delegates 
will feature the date of the organization of 
the local church represented at the 
meeting. Each church should find the date 
of organization of the church in the Year 
Book, print name of church and date of 
organization on a placard not less than 
814’’X11”! The placard can be attached to 
a short stick to hold it high, while the 
delegates from that church march in the 
sanctuary with other delegates singing, 
“When the Saints Go Marching In.”’ Also, 
the number of delegates present, including 
pastor, should be at bottom of placard in 
small letters.

Students Funded 
by Belvidere 


The Scholarship Loan Fund of the 
Belvidere Church, Belvidere, Tenn., is a 
fund established in the church for the 
purpose of aiding students who are 
members of this congregation in their 
quest for higher education in preparation 
for meaningful and worthwhile futures. 
Funds are contributed through the special 
offering taken on Student or Youth 
Sunday, usually the last Sunday in 
December, when all loose offering goes to 
the fund. Monies can be contributed to the 
fund by special gifts, memorials and 
bequests. Any member of this congrega- 
tion who is enrolled, or who plans to enroll 
in an accredited institution of higher 
education is eligible. Application is made, 
in writing, to the committee which 
considers it. The maximum regular loan 
per student per year shall be $400. 
However, the Committee may consider 
special situations. Loans are due and 
payable six months after the student 
leaves school or receives the academic 
degree sought. There will be no interest on 
the loan while the student is engaged in 
studies as a full-time student. When the 
loan becomes due and payable, interest 
shall accrue at the rate of 6% per year 
simple interest.

Down in South Georgia, the Ambrose 
Congregational Christian Church served a 
fish-fry in April that brought the church 
over $1,100. This is to be used for returning 
the church building to its former stately 
beauty. 

As we reflect on our denominational 
heritage in this bi-centennial year, it is 
interesting to note that this is one of over 20 
Christian churches organized by the Rev. 
Hillyard Elder during his ministry around 
the turn of the century. Mr. Elder used this 
design in most of his new church starts, 
but it is the last frame building of this 
architecture remaining in Southeast 
Conference. This church and Columbus 
United (Columbus, Ga.) both have their 
original metal roofs. 

People of the Ambrose Church through 
the years have been keenly conscious to 
retain the original beauty of the building in 
making improvements. One of their 
present needs is replacement of small 
panes of stained glass. The windows, like 
the rest of the building, are 60 years old.
